Adding considerably to the Axis 
difficulties (states The Times Cairo 
correspondent) is the presence in its 
rear of other bodies of Allied armour, 
which have come up with astonish- 
ing rapidity—considering the obstacles 
in its way—along the coast road, and 
is even now hammering the Axis from 
the East. 

How large the force is which has 
been surrounded, and what propor- 
tion is likely to eseape, are points on 
which speculation is not advisable. 

News of the Allied move came as 
a complete surprise. It was generally 
imagined that Marshal Rommel’s 
force had sufficient start always to 
keep slightly in advance of the 
Allied forward units, and the nature 
of the terrain to the south was 
thought to preclude any possibility 
of a large-scale flanking movement.

AIR ATTACKS 
GO ON DAY 
AND NIGHT 


HE Allied air forces are keep- 
ing up their day and night 
attacks on the Axis forces in 
Tripolitania, state reports from 
Cairo. U.8.A. fighter - bomber 
planes have attacked Axis motor 
vehicle concentrations and A.A. 
positions and scored many hits, it 
is claimed. 

The U.S. Air Force communique, 
issued yesterday, said:—‘‘ Medium 
and fighter-bomber aircraft of the 
U.S. Air Force yesterday continued 
to hammer at anti-aircraft positions 
and enemy motor vehicle concen- 
trations west of El Agheila. _ 

“Many hits were observed on the 
targets. At one point a bomb from 


large explosion which was followed 
by billowing clouds of black smoke. 
From these missions all our aircraft 
returned.”’

“MY ONLY SCHEME ” 


Admiral Darlan’s announcement 
means that eventually the Allied 
navies will be joined by two French 
battleships, three heavy cruisers, 81x 
other cruisers, and a useful, but in- 
definite, number of destroyers and 
submarines, writes Reuter’s naval 
correspondent. : 

The battleships are the 29-year- 
old Lorraine, of 22,000 tons, lying 
immobilised at Alexandria, and the 
modern Richelieu, of 35,000 tons, 
which was damaged at Daxar, A 
third battleship, the Jean Bart (only 
two vears old) was set on fire at 
Casablanca, and was a total wreck. 

Admiral Darlan was asked: ‘* Do 
you plan to’ use the French Fleet 
against the Axis?’’ and, in a written 
reply, said ‘‘ Yes, definitely.’’ 

He described as premature a ques- 
tion as to whether he planned “as 
Chief of State’’ to establish regu- 
lar diplomatic relations with Britain 
and America.’’ 

To the query whether he planned 
any coalition with other French 
movements, he replied: ‘‘ My only 
scheme is to work in complete agree- 
ment with Britain, the U.S. and 
their «Allies.’’ 


Marshal Pétain when France is free 
again?” drew the reply: “I con- 
sider the part of the High Com- 
missioner (Admiral Darlan) is to re- 
present French interests as long as 
France is unable to express freely 
her opinion.’’ 


AMERICA’S GIFT OF RED 
CROSS SUPPLIES 


A disinfector, weighing about six 
tons and suitable for disinfecting 
huge quantities of clothing, is among 
the Red Cress supplies which arrived 
in Waterford from the United States 
a few days ago and are shortly due 


to arrive in Dublin. The total 
weight of the consignment was 14 
tons, but this is only a small part of 
the total. Jt has been sent as a 


gilu by the American Red Cross, and 
the total value of the supplies to be 
sent is about $750,000. Originally it 
was arranged to send $500, worth, 
but, following a visit to the United 
States by Lady Adare, representing 
the Irish Red Cross, the offer was 
increased by 50 per cent. 

Mr. David Gray, the 
Minister, who has now returned to 
Dublin from Waterford, told an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday that 
he had had tne pleasure of being 
associated with the arrangements to 
obtain the supplies, and it made him 
very happy to see the first part of 
the consignment arrive. He hoped 
that the gift would be taken as a 
token of American good-will towards 
lreland.

HE possibility that road trans- 
port in Ireland may be run 
largely on raw turf or wood has 
been created by experiments 
carried out during several months’ 
past by two Dublin engineers, each 
working independently. 
An inquiry yesterday by two Jrish 
7 imes reporters into the latest de- 
velopments in the production of pro- 
ducer-gas plants for motor vehicles 
brought to light the identities of 
both these inventors. One is Mr. 
R. 8, Hamilton, of the Industrial 
Appliance and Mill Engineering 
Company, Hed Mills, Clonskeagh, 
Dublin. The other is Mr. Lionel 
Kerwood, working in collaboration 
with Mr. Grattan Norman (who has 
just been discharged from hospital 
after severe gassing. sustained dur- 
ing experiments). Sail 
Mr. Hamilton's claim is that a 
three-ton load can be hauled at a 
cost of 4d. a mile, and that a cwt. 
of fuel will haul the load from 50 
to 60 miles. The engineers claim. 
increased power, continuous running 
and greater economy, as their plant 
is designed to run on turf or wood, 
which costs approx. 1s. for 12Ib., 
producing the equivalent of one gal- 
lon of petrol. They state that 
wood used in their plant will cost 
only one-tenth that of charcoal. 
For several weeks past, says Mr. 
Hamilton, his plant has been operat- 
ing successfully on a two-ton lorry. 
Raw fuel has not previously been, 
used as a direct means of automo-

Election 
Explained 

INKING men knew that one 

could not get enough heat 
into an Irish election now to melt 
a thin layer of ice; everyone 
knew that apathy and not t 
was the problem before the candi- 
dates since Fianna Fail dropped 
a republic. 

This was stated last night by Dr. 
T. F. O'Higgins, T.D., who pre 
sided at the Dublin North-West Con- 
vention of Fine Gael in Dublin. 
The public, he went on, did not 
desire a general election, but did 
desire a change of Government. 
Ministers had declared that they 
would have no Government but a 
party one, so that the people could 
get a change or a better type of 
Government only through an elec- 
tion. An attempt was being made 
to frighten people into thiuking that 
an election would cause the many 
defence bodies to break up, but no 
more insulting sugestion was ever 
made with regard to the patriotism 
and courage of the men and women 
of the voluntary services. At pre- 
sent there was a Government party 
of dummies and a ministry of ser- 
vile ‘‘ yes men.”’ 

The Fine Gael’s idea of Govern- 
ment for a country in times of crisis 
was one composed of the ablest men 
in Parliament agreeing on major 
questions of policy, and one in which 
each Minister would face his re- 
sponsibilities without undue inter- 
ference.

Sea Mine 
Explodes 
at Baily 


MINE drifted on to a strand 
A at Howth Hill yesterday morn- 

ing and exploded a_ short 
distance from the Baily lighthouse, 
destroying about seventy feet of 
cliff face and throwing rocks two 
hundred feet up on to the hill. 
Fragments of the mine casing 
damaged a roof half a mile from the 
explosion, and pieces were picked up 
in gardens and fields many hundreds 
of yards away later in the day. 

No was injured, although the 
lighthouse keepers, one of whom was 
on duty in the lighthouse, and the 
others who were in their houses 
nearby, had narrow escapes. Mr. A. J, 
Kennedy, chief keeper, was on duty 
and felt the lighthouse rock ‘n tlhe 
concussion, which shook: off gas 
mantles and pulled a lever from his 
hands while he was winding up the 
machinery. Mr. Kennedy’s 23-year- 
old daughter, Mary, was with him 
in the lhghthonse at the time. 

The mine apparently drifted on to 
the head during the night, as no 
sign of mines was reported by the 
look-out at sunset. The explosion 
happened at 7 a.m. in a cave just 
on the edge of the sea, and probably 
the fact that it exploded in a cave 
prevented the mine from doing a 
great deal more damage. 

Other mines have been reported on 
the coast north of Howth. Rush 
was evacuated for a time on Wednes- 
day evening while the military dis- 
mantled a mine on the beach, and 
at Portrane, a couple of miles away, 
another mine was washed ashore 
yesterday morning. This second mine 
was not mear any house and evacua- 
tion was unnecessary while it was 
being dismantled. On Wednesday 
night another mine was found on 
the shore near Kilcool, Co, Wicklow, 
and was also dismantled. 


PERSECUTION OF JEWS 
DENOUNCED BY ALLIES 


The United Nations, in a joint 
declaration in Washington yester- 
day, according to Associated Press, 
condemned Germany's  “ bestial 
policy and cold-blooded extermina- 
tion’’ of Jews, and pledged that 
those responsible ‘‘shall not escape 
retribution.” 

The statement, which was broad- 
cast in Washington, London, Mos- 
cow and other capitals, is signed 
by eleven United Nations and the 
Committee of the de Gaulle French. 
It was referred to in the House of 
Commons by Mr. Eden. 

Discussing the protest in Wash- 
ington yesterday, Mr. Cordell Hull, 
United States Secretary of State, 
said that the Governments con- 
cerned, having announced their in- 
tention of apprehending and properly 
dealing with the guilty persons con- 


cerned, were now carrying forward 
the undertaxings they had made. 
Mr. Mackenzie King, Canadian 


Premier, said yesterday in Ottawa 
that his Government was ‘‘ glad to 
associate itself ’’ with the Allied de- 
clarations. 

The Board of Deputies of British 
Jews yesterday issued a statement 
expressing profound gratitude for 
the joint declaration.

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MR. JUSTICE 
HANNA 
- RETIRING 


LDEST Judge in Ireland, after an 
O active and eventful legal career 
of 46 years, Mr. Justice Henry 
Hanna will bid farewell to the 
Courts of Justice to-day, when he 
retires under the age limit. 
Although he will not attain 72 
years until January 4th, the present 
Law Term will end on Monday, and 
he will have no more judicial work 
'on hand after to-day’s sitting of the 
Probate Court—a division which he 
has presided over with conspicuous 
ability for seventeen year}, He was 
called to the Bar in 1808, by Lord 
Ashbourne, at about the tame time 
as William Gibson (the Lord ,Chan- 
cellor’'s nephew), and William 
Corrigan and Dudley White. At the 
outset he acted with Mr. W. J. 
Johnston (the late Jadge Johnston) 


on the reporting staff of the 
Irish Law Timea. ; 
In 1897 the young Ulsterman 


appeared in his first civil case at the 
Assizes in Belfast, before Lord 
Justice Fitzgibbon, and, in the same 
year, he had acquired such a high 
reputation on the North-East Circuit 
that he was entrusted with the de- 
fence in an important murder trial 
before Lord O’Brien. When the

by painstaking, conscientious and 
scrupulously impartial work. He 
will best be remembered for his 
striking quality of independence. 

Some of the most important 
actions heard in this country were 
dealt with by him, notably the Clery 
case, in which he delivered a judg- 
ment of 30,000 words after a fifteen 
days’ hearing; the Clandillon case, 
in which noted Irish scholars figured 
as witnesses, and which occupied ten 
days, the jury creating a record in 
the annals of Irish law by remaining 
Jin their room from 6.30 p.m. till 
nearly ó a.m. The Marsh's Yard, 
Cork, case was the subject of a 
notable judgment, and a number of 
shipping actions which came before 
him since the beginning of the pre- 
sent war involved important ques- 
tions of international law. 

In 1930, as one of the representa- 
tives of the Irish Bar, he visited 
several cities in America and Canada 
on the invitation of the American 
Bar Association, the French and 
Scottish Bars being also represented. 
At Harvard he delivered a lecture 
on '“ The Common Law of Ireland,” 
which aroused considerable interest.

CATTLE RAISERS WANT 


HIGHER PRICES 


A complaint that the Government 
persisted in refusing necessary facili- 
ties to cattle producers to carry on 
their business was made by the 
Chairman of the Irish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stockowners’ Association (Mr. 


T. L. Smith) at the annual general 
meeting in 5 Upper O'Connell street, 


Dublin, on Wednesday.

ROLE OF ADVERTISING 


_ Manufacturers in Eire were living 
in a fool’s paradise if they allowed 
themselves to be lulled into a sense 
of complacency at present because 
they were doing so well, said Mr. 
F. X. Meagher, President of the 
Retail Druggists’ Association, at the 
Publicity Club of Ireland luncheon 
in Jury's Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 
Manufacturers, by keeing their adver- 
ee, up to the optimum level, 
should build up a store of public 
confidence which would stand well 
to them if any lean period came 
later on, 

Mr. 8S. McCauley, in a paper on the 
manufacturing and wholesale chemist 
trade, said that one of the things 
that had enabled them to tide over 
their difficulties was the great co- 
operation existing in the trade. He 
gave some details of the things that 
had been manufacturered in Eire to 
replace successfully some of * those 
imported before the emergency— 
such as collapsible tubes, containers 
of all kinds, industrial and rectified 
spirit, vegetable oils, glycerine, 
casein, vitaminised oils and so on, 
He paid a tribute to the members 
of the trade in Great Britain, with 
whom, he said, the friendliest rela- 
tions existed, and to the medical 
profession for their co- operation. 

Mr, B. O’Kennedy said that 
packaging was extremely important 
in selling goods, and slovenly adver- 
tising a always gave the impression 
that the ds advertised were in- 
ferior. Advertising would not give 
the best return if packages were not 


good.

ing in North Africa. For some 
time past-~Marshal Rommel’s 

Afrikakarps; “with its Italian 
auxiliaries, has been retreating 
before the onsiaughts of the 
British Eighth Army. The German 
commander js a master of defen- 
sive, as well as of offensive, 
strategy, and, although his forces 
were defeated soundly at E] 
Alamein, he contrived to bring 
the bulk of them with him to El 
Acheila, evading a pitched battle 
with the British, who were doing 
everything in their power to bring 
him to decisive action. His journey 
across Libya was protected by a 
fairly formidable rearguard, con 
sisting of at least one entire 
Panzer division and numerous lets 
important units, and, although 
heavy casualties were suffered en 
route, El Agheila was reached 
without serious mishap. The 
British High Command evidently 


would make a stand at FI 
Agheila; but the German leader 
had other plans. Once again he 
did the unexpected thing. He 
withdrew his forces from El 
Acheila, and started another long 
trek through the desert into the 
interior of Tripolitania. This time, 
however, he does not scem to 
have been so successful; for, 
according to yesterday's reports 
from Cairo, General Mont- 
gomery has outwitted him, using 
against him the tactics that 
were used by Marshal’ von 
Rundstedt in Northern France in 
the summer of 1940, and also by 
himself near Tobruk six months 
ago. While the Germans and 
Italians were retreating along the 
coast road, protected, as usual, by 
a strong rearguard, General Mont- 
gomery sent a mobile force at 


great speed along the desert, 
running -parallel to the coast 
road. Suddenly this force 


wheeled towards the sea, cutting 
the road between Marshal 
Rommel's main force and its 
rearguard at a place known as 
Wadi Matratin, some sixty miles 
to the west of El Agheila. The 
wadi is a deep defile, which is 
situated in such a way that the 
unexpected arrival of the British 
has resulted in the hemming in 
of Marshal Rommel’s rearguard 
between the road and the sea. It 
has virtually no space in which 
to manceuvre. It seems to be a 
reasonably strong body, including 
either the 21s or the 15th 
Panzer division, and it was re- 
ported last night to be making 
desperate efforts to hack its way 
through to the west and rejoin 
the main body of Marshal 
Rommel’s command. Whether or 
not it will be successful remains 
to be seen; but the odds are defi- 
nitely against it. While it is 
facing the British at Wadi 
Matratin, General Montgomery's 
Eighth Army is hot on its 
heels. Last night it was 
only fifteen miles to the east 
of Wadi Matratin, and by 
this time it ought to be within easy 
striking distance of the entrapped 
Panzers. It is not easy to see how 
Marshal Rommel will be able to 
extricate, not alone his rear- 
guard, but the main body of his 
troops, from the “ bottle-neck ”’ 
into which they have been driven. 
The British and American air 
forces are maintaining a relentless 
attack on the German and Italian 
lines of communication, both in 
North Africa and in Italy and 
Sicily. British submarines are 
harassing Italian transport and 
supply ships in the Sicilian 
Channel, and the port of Tripoli 
is being subjected to an almost 
continuous bombardment from the 
air. Nevertheless, both the 
German and Italian bulletins 
claim that Marshal Rommel and 
his generals have the situation 
well in hand. Time will tell. In 
the meanwhile, Admiral Darlan 
has caused it to be announced that 
the French warships in Dakar, 
Alexandria and other African 
ports will be used in the service 
of the Anglo-American Allies. 
There still is a sharp cleavage 
between his supporters and the 
followers of General de Gaulle; 
but the Admiral has declared him- 
self whole-heartedly in favour of 
the prosecution ~f the war with 
the utmost vigour, anc the acquisi- 
tion of the French ships will be of 
enormous assistance to the Allies. 


Tentacles of Bureaucracy 


One of the results of war, 
in neutral, as in belligerent, 
countries, is the extension of 
bureaucratic authority Once 
established, official organisations 
tend to remain among the per- 
manent institutions of govern- 
ment. In pre-war conditions, the 
increasing grip of bureaucracy was 
a notable and disquieting feature 
of Irish public administration. 
Since the outbreak of war 
oficialism .has extended itself 
vastly, and has intensified its 
stranglehold on almost every 
branch of economic and social life 
in Ireland; but its development 
has been so insidioug that it has 
been Accepted passively as an in- 
evitable ingredient in modern 
statecraft.- Only when the effort 
is made to throw a picture of to- 
day’s administrative machinery 
into relief against the background 
of State institutions as they 
existed twenty years ago does it 
become possible to measure the 
strides which officialism has made 
into almost every department of 
national and civic life. When some 
historian has the industry and 
the courage to review the adminis- 
trative developments of the past 
twenty years, he probably will 
find it convenient.to trace the ex- 
tension of bnreaucrati¢ institu- 
tions in three fairly well-marked 
periods. Beginning with a review 
of the machinery as it was handed 
over in 1922 by the British 
Government, he probably will ex- 
press surprise that so little was 
done at that critical juncture to 
change a system which had been 
denounced so strenuously as un: | 


expected that Marshal Rommel

will have to tell coming genera- 
tions of hastily recruited bodies 
of Customs experts an¢ officers, of 
efforts to establish and extend 
industries means o* tariffs, 
subsidies, and State loans and 
guarantees, and of . unavailing 
measures to control the rising 
prices of commodities. He will 
take note of the State’s first 
ventures into such economic enter- 
prises as the Shannon scheme and 
sugar-making at Carlow, and of 
many enterprises sponsored by the 
State-controlled Agricultural and 
Industrial ‘redit Corporations. 
He will not omit to record 
revolutionary changes in the 
field of local government— 
the appointment cf city managers 
and transfers of local powers to 
the Customs House bureaucracy 
—and legislation which brought 
railway and road transport under 
official control. Then, passing 
from the days of Cosgrave ad- 
ministration, the historian’s 
powers will be taxed to follow 
the crescendo of State and bureau- 
cratic activities which followed 
on the transfer of powers to 
the present Government; State- 
financed and controlled housing 
schemes on a scale never pre- 
viously contemplated ; a new flood 
of tariffs and subsidies designed 
te promote and, by means of 
State-appointed boards, to control 
a heterogeneous variety of 
industrial enterprises. He will 
speak of three new and heavily 
subsidised sugar factories ; 
alcohol, petrol and peat fuel 
manufacturing ventures; indus- 
trial insurance; tourist develop- 
ment, and wide extensions of 
State control over the machinery 
of transport, as well as new 
boards of many kinds, all with 
their separate directorates, offi- 
cially appointed, and paid staffs 
of semi-civil servants. 

At that point in his review the 
historian will have to take several 
deep breaths before he tries to 
enumerate the many bureaucratic 
invasions which followed the out- 
break of the World War. Most 
of these developments, as they 
stand to-day, he will regard, 
rightly, as the inevitable accom- 
paniments of war emergencies. 
Yet we pause to ask what the 
historian will have to set down 
about State bureaucracies in post- 
war conditions. Is there any 
likelihood that he will be able to 
record a general demobilisation 
of the organisations and staffs 
which have been recruited to deal 
with war emergencies? Rather, 
instead, will he have to say that 
post-war emergencies led rather to 
extensions than to diminutions of 
official staffs and activities? Will 
it be his duty to survey conditions 
in which shipping and mining 
and other organisations, estab- 
lished to meet. war  emer- 
gencies, have been maintained 
and magnified to deal with 
the country’s normal post-war 
needs? Is it improbable that he 
will have to tell a story of further 
patchwork in which the Depart- 
ment of Local Government was 
expanded to administer schemes 
ef social security, and the De- 
partment of Supplies was con- 
verted into a Ministry of Recon- 
struction? Such, at all events, 
seems to us to be a reasonably 
intelligent anticipation of the 
further inroads which State 
bureaucracies, if ur~checked in 
their present career, will make in 
the whole field of Irish endeavour. 
Most effective steps can, and ought 
to, be taken to check the further 
development of parasitic tendencies 
nad organisations. As we see the 
position, nothing less than a com- 
prehensive re-suryey of the whole 
organisation of government, and 
a general redistribution of ad- 
ministrative functions, is required. 
For that purpose, some completely 
independent body of experts in the 
art of administration ought to be 
constituted. These experts should 
be invited to propose whatever 
changes—however radical and far- 
reaching—they may deem neces- 
sary to attain reasonable efficiency 
in the whole field of State, and 
semi-State, activities. Is there 
anything undemocratic or revolu- 
tionary in that proposal? We do 
not think so. If Ministers saw 
nothing derogatory of their 
authority in the appointment of 
experts to .eport on banking 
organisation and other vitally im- 
portant aspects of national life, 
they should not be less ready to 
invoke expert assistance in the 
effort to remedy a disease whose 
malignant growth threatens to 
undermine, and ultimately to 
destroy, the vital organs of com- 
munity life. If, as now seems to 
be inevitable, many forms of State 
socialism are to supersede what 
remains of laissez faire progress, 
the least for whic: we can hope 
is that they shaH be the products 
of scientific design, rather than 
the progeny of accident and 
patchwork,
